The patrons of the Short Line will 
have the privilege of riding in new cars 
hauled by new engines w ithin a few 
days. They will not be absolutely new, 
but if new ones were to come from the 
shops nobody could tell the new from 
the old. 


The operating departm ent of the Short 
Line goes on the theory th at it is easier 
to m aintain its rolling stock in per­ 
fect condition than it is to repair its 
rolling stock or clear aw ay 
wrecks. 
This has alw ays been its theory and 
th is fact, together w ith the character 
of its roadbed is doubtless responsible 
for the fact th a t the road has been op­ 
erated for nearly tw o years and has not 
yet had an accident. 


All the com pany’s coaches and all its 
engines 
are now being r overhauled 
throughout and put in perfect condi­ 
tion. The sam e thing was done a year 
ago and the sam e thing will be done 
each w inter hereafter. 
The line has 
been in operation for 21 m onths and the 
rolling stock is now being overhauled 
for the second tim e. There will be lit­ 
tle change in the appearance of 
the 
cars, since they never did lose their 
new look, but the lettering on the sides 
of the coaches will be altered for the 
convenience of the public. 


The road has become so universally 
known as the "Short Line,” th a t m any 
tourists and residents of Colorado as 
well are not fam iliar w ith the nam e 
"Colorado Springs & Cripple Creek Dis­ 
trict railroad.”

BRADSTREET REPORTS FA IL U R E 
RECORD A FAVOABLE ONE.

New York, Dec. 31.—In spite of some 
crop shortages, added to record-break­ 
ing strikes and reduced foreign trade. 
B radstreet's on Jan u ary 3 will report 
th at the failure record for the past 
year is, in the whole, a favorable one. 
In only one section, the south, was 
there an increase of casualties over the 
record of 1901, and in only two, 
the 
south and central west, w as there an 
increase of liabilities. D uring the year 
there were reported 
9,971 commercial 
failures, w ith liabilities of *105,693,623, 
and assets of $50,870,800, a decrease in 
num ber of 6.4 per cent and a falling off 
of liabilities of IS per cent from 1901. 
Compared w ith 1900 and 1898, increases 
in the num ber of failures of 5.5 and 7 
per cent are shown, but com parisons 
w ith prior years are m arkeSly in fa ­ 
vor of 1902. 
In liabilities an even bet­ 
ter showing is made, those for 1902 
being the sm allest reported for 20 years. 
W hile the proportion of assets to liabil­ 
ities was 48 per cent in 1902 as against 
46.9 in 1901 and 47.2 In 1900, it is lower 
than in any preceding year since 1885. 


W ith two exceptions the num ber of 
failures w as the sm allest in 14 years 
despite the fact th a t the num ber of 
concerns in business is growing stead­ 
ily, the increase since 1892 aggregating 
19 per cent. 


The annual ‘‘death rate” Is shown to 
be only .80 In 1902, against .88 in 1901 
and .85 hitherto the lowest record made 
in 1901 and 1899.
